Tralo.—Imports.—The Oversea Imports into New South Wales, during the 
December quarter, 1520, were valucd at £18,840,359, and show an 
inerease of £10,261,493, or 119°6 per cent. in comparison with the 
corresponding quarter of last year. Separating merchandise from gold 
(bullion and specie) the imports of the former increased by £ 10,260,192, 
and the latter increased by £1,301. The total of all imports for the 
year ended 30th June, 1920, was £44,690,599, a decrease of £1,322,503 
in comparison with the previous year, 


Exports.—The Oversca Exports from New South Wales, during the 
December quarter, 1920, amounted to £11,540,017, being a decrease of 
£1,704,775, or 12°9 per cent., as compared with the corresponding 
quarter of Jast year, Separating merchandise from gold (bullion and 
specie) the exports of the former decreased by £2,385,247, and the 
latter increased by £680,472. For the year ended 30th June, 1920, 
the totals for all exports were £54,663,385, being an increase of 
£3,636,026, or 7-1 per cent. compared with the figures of the previous 
year. 


Imports at Sydney.—Excluding imports from other ports of New South 
Wales, the articles imported at Sydney in December quarter, 1920, 
were valued at £24,872,234, The following is a summary of the imports 
and transhipments :—

During the year ended 30th June, 1920, the Oversea Imports at 
Sydney were valued at £43,682,478, and the Interstate Imports by sea at 
Sydney were £21,939,771, the total of the two being £65,622,249. Infor- 
mation as to the value of goods imported at Sydney from other ports of New 
South Wales is not available. 


Fublic Finanees—Consolidated Revenu> Accounts.—The Public Accouats 
show that the net revenue for the December quarter, 1920, was 
£7,543,159, being an increase of £907,124, or 13:7 per cent. as compared 
with December quarter, 1919. | During the year ended 30th June, 1920, 
the revenue was £28,555,033, being £5,088,420, or 21:7 per cent. more 
than the previous financial year.

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‘The expenditure during December quarter, 1920, was £8,231,286, an 
increase of £1,056,387, or 14:7 per cent., as compared with December 
quarter of last year. During the year ended 30th June, 1920, the 
expenditure was £28,656,130, being £6,305,807, or 28-2 per cent. more 
than in 1919, 

Principal increases of expenditure during the December quarter, 
1920 in comparison with the previous December quarter were—Govern- 
mental, £872,695 ; and Business Undertakings, £397,789.

fn December quarter, 1920-21, the net Loan expenditure on works 
and services was £974,374 greater than in December quarter, 1919-20, 
and showed an increase of £3,832,492 during the year ended 30th June, 
1920, as compared with the figures of the previous financial year. 
Repayments of loans to the amount of £25,100 were made in December 
quarter, 1920-21, and to the amount of £16,741,304 during the year 
ended 30th June, 1920. 


Gold Produ3tion.—The gold yield during December quarter, 1920, was 
14,076 oz, fine, valued at £59,794, and showed a decrease of 11,800 oz. 
fine, and £50,116 in value, compared with December quarter, 1919. 
The value of the gold produced during the year ended 31st December, 
1920, was £207 746. : ; 


Land Selections.—In the twelve months ended 31st December, 1920, there 
were 2,429 applications for 1,625,440 acres for original holdings under 
the Crown Lands Acts; and 928,386 aeres, representing 1,954 blocks, 
were set apart for original holdings, which include areas for returned 
soldiers. During the year ended 31st December, 1919, the number of 
applications was 2,344, and the area applied for 1,951,486 acres. The 
lands set apart for original holdings in the year ended 31st Decerber, 
1919, were 1,613,590 acres, representing 2,058 blocks. 


Cost of Living, Sydney.—From the information collected each month as to 
the average retail prices in Sydney of food, it appears that in December, 
1920, the prices of meat were 78°6 per cent. higher than in July, 1914; 
other food and groceries were 88:3 per cent. higher, and the prices for 
the two combined were 85:8 per cent. higher, 


Prices of meat were 0°9 per cent. lower than in November ; other food 
and groceries, 1°6 per cent. lower; and the two combined were 1:4 per 
cent. lower.

dearer, and the two combined were 13:7 per cent. dearer.

New Buildings— Metropolis —According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks, the number of new buildings erected in the Metropolitan 
area during the twelve months January to December, 1920, numbered 
8,667, as compared with 7,116 during the twelve months January to 
December, 1919. 


Country Municipalities.—Table No. 66 shows that during. the 
twelve months ended 3lst December, 1920, permission was granted in 
country Municipalities to erect 3,859 new buildings of the value of 
£2,822, 240. 


Meteorology.—Wide-spread rainstorms of tropical origin and some severe 
hailstorms were experienced in October, and the rainfall for the month 
was mostly above the average. In November there were frequent 
occurrences of heat waves, relieved by cool southerly changes, and useful 
rains fell. A cyclonic storm which swept the coast from the 8th to 15th 
December was one cf the worst experienced for many years. Heavy 
and continuous rain fell over almost the whole State. Hail was experi 
enced in some districts, and there was snow on the southern tablelands. 


Vita! Statisties—December quarter, 1920—Sydney and Suburbds.—Tho 
births registered numbered 5,643, equivalent to a rate of 27°07 per 1,000 + 
of population per annum; of the total, 2,901 were males and 2,742 females. 
The rate is 8 per cent. above the average of December quarter of the 
previous five years. 

The deaths numbered 2,517, namely, 1,355 males and !,162 females. 
The mortality rate of 12-07 per 1,000 of population per annuin is 
17 per cent. above the quinquennial rate for the December quarter. 
The deaths were above the average in al! age-groups. 


The infantile mortality (deaths under | year) was 97-5 per 1,000 
births, and is 30-4 per cent. below the average for the December 
quarter of the previous five years. 


New South Wales.—The births registered in December quarter 
numbered 13,755, equivalent to an annual rate of 27:16 per L 000 
population ; and the deaths, 5,486, which is equivalent to 10°83 per 
1,000 of population. The annual rate per 1,000 population of the 5,261 
marriages registered was 10°39. In all cases these rates were above the 
average of the December quarter of the preceding five years, 
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Lasour Conprtioys In Deceweer Quarter, 1920. 


The following particulars in regard to Employment and Dislocations have 
been taken from reports of the Department of Labour and Industry :— 


Employment.—It has been decided to discontinue the publication of 
information relating to unemployment amongst members of trade 
unions. The particulars are obtained from monthly returns supplied 
by the secretaries, but as the same unions do not report in each month 
the figures are useless for purposes of comparison. 

The Director of the State Labour Exchanges reports that there was 
a marked increase in unemployment in the metropolitan district during 
December, the main cause being the dislocation of interstate shipping 
owing to a dispute between the stewards and shipowners. ‘There was 
little demand for unskilled labour, and even in certain skilled trades 
there was more unemployment than usual. 

During the December quarter 9,170 positions for men and 2,924 
for women were made available by employers through the agency of 
the State Labour Exchanges, and 8,115 men and 1,738 women were 
placed in positions; in September quarter 10,927 positions were made 
available, and 9,467 persons were placed in positions. 


During the year 1920 the number of positions made available was 
42,716, and 35,519 persons were placed in employment ; the correspond- 
ing figures for the previous year were 28,524 positions and 21,819 


persons sent to employment. 


Dislocations.— Dislocations of industry, owing to disputes, were less serious 
in December quarter than in September quarter. In December quarter 
44,860 employees were involved in disputes, which resulted in the loss 

of 400,426 working days; but in September quarter the totals were 

55,435 and 674,499 respectively. In all, 2,300,378 working days were 
lost during the year 1920, owing to disputes as compared with 2,132,598 
during the previous year. 

The mining dispute at Broken Hill, which commenced in May, 1919, 
was settled during November, 1920. 

Increases in Wages.—The principal increases in wages during December 
quarter were as follows:—To boot and shoe makers, 16s. 6d. ; adult 
inale office assistants (retail stores), 11s. 6d.; dressmakers, white workers 
and milliners, from 10s. to 15s. 6d.; Engine-drivers (stationary, &c.), 
13s.; firemen, lls. to 13s. ; tipearters, ranging from 9s. Gd. to IIs. ; 
wood and coal carters (two horses), 17s. ; laundry carters, 11s. per week ; 
and casual wharf clerks, 3d. per hour. In a number of cases the rates 
were increased in accordance with the basic wage declaration,

Statistician on 13th January, 192), stated that although tie dry conditions during the earlier part 
of the year restricted sowing operations, the season of growth was most favourable, as ample rain tell

The heavy downpour in December caused losses of grain and of hay, but the damage was more 
apparent in the quality than in the quantity harvested. 
The yield is estimated at 18,431,000 bags, equivalent (on the basis of three bushels to the bag) 


to 40,302,000 bushels. 


The area harvested for grain amounted to 3,107,500 acres, so that the average production for 


the State was 17 8 bushels per acre.

at coantry railway stations, or in transit per rail, making a total of 1,545,000 bushels carried over 
i yarvests and from importations. 

= Bh eater p7oluction ducing 1920-21 of 55,302,009 bushels be added to this, there is 

available 56,847,000 bushels. The requirements for local consumption and seed are estimated at 

17,000,000 bushels, so that there will be a surplus of approximately 40,000,000 bushels available
